“Sermons On Old and New Testament 
Characters,” by Rev. Clovis G. Chappell, 
D. D., is a combination of two volumes 
that year after year have gone through 
repeated editions but now have been ar- 
ranged in one book containing thirty- 
two of Dr. Chappell’s most telling mes- 
sages. 

**More Sermons on Biblical Characters” 
by the same author is a second series 
of his masterpieces on the great men and 
women of the Bible. In the two books the 
author uses almost four hundred pages 
and forty-eight subjects in presenting the 
life of the different Bible characters in a 
unique and evangelistic manner that is 
educational and inspiring to the reader. 

Many pastors for their own inspiration 
and soul food try to read at least one 
good book a week, and to such the above 
books will meet your demands. 

We list a few of the subject titles: 

“The Lure of the Wilderness —Jere- 
miah,” “The Mayor’s Wife—Lot’s Wife,” 
“A Woman’s Wrongs—Hagar,” “The 
Forks of the Road—Moses,” “The An-

“Astounding New. Discoveries” by 
Rev..

“Crucif ying Christ in Our Colleges” 
by Dan Gilbert, with the collaboration 
of students of four universities, is a book 


of two hundred and thirty pages, that. 


should be read by every taxpayer in 
America. The author writes from his own 


observation and experience and not hear- 
say. Citing the various textbooks’ that are 
used in the different universities, and 
giving quotations from them, he clearly 
and convincingly shows how the faith of 
many of our college students is destroyed 
by the cunning craftiness of professors 
who teach that religion, morality, and a 
sense of duty are the enemies of life— 
shackles which strangle the soul and pre- 
clude the full expression of the individ- 
ual personality—giving the testimony of 
young men and girls who completed high 
school with faith in God and as support- 
ers of His Church but completed college 
as moral and spiritual wrecks with no 
faith in either God or man; while others 
who before completing college found 
themselves robbed of their virtues and 
hope of eternity have ended it all by self- 
destruction. Mothers and fathers who 
have children planning to attend college 
should read this book, and remember that 
all schools are not of this type and seek 
one of the few that are still true to the 
faith of our fathers and the true code of 
moral and spiritual ethics as taught by 
the Bible.

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“Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts?’ Matthew 9:4. 

Yes, those are the words of the match- 
less Son of God! You do not think evil 
in your heart? Listen.to Jer. 6:19: “Hear, 
O earth, behold, I will bring evil upon 
this people, even the fruit of their 
thoughts.” 


There is a verse that makes me trem- 
ble, and that is Mark 12:30. ‘Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and all thy strength: this is the 
first commandment.” Yet Jesus said, 
“Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts?” The same mind can only have 
good thoughts or bad thoughts at the 
same time. 





During the last hour, have you thought 
more about Him than anything else? 
“Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts?” “And God saw that the wick- 


edness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil con- 
tinually.” Gen. 6:5. Ah, beloved, let us 
prayerfully watch our every thought. At 
the first suggestion of evil let us pick up 
the Sword of the Spirit even as Jesus did, 
and say as He said, “It is written thou 
shalt—.” 

All will be lost if we do not even try. 
The greater the conflict, the greater the 
reward.

Let us look to Him who said, “If you 
shall ask anything in my name, I will do 
it.” John 14:14. He will give beauty for 
ashes. Meditation upon Him will reflect 
His image like the story of the Great 
Stone Face.

A Wondertul Record

The Church of God Orphanage has a 
wonderful health record to its account. 
It has now been in operation approxi- 
mately twenty-two years. Many of the lit- 
tle fellows, with neither father or mother, 
have been brought up within her tender 
embrace. Their physical, moral, and 
spiritual training has been far superior 
to the average child with father and 
mother. Even children with Christian 
fathers and mothers do not have the re- 
ligious training afforded these who seem 
to be less fortunate. 


In this score of years crowds of chil- 
dren have been received into the Home 
from many different states. They have 
grown into manhood and womanhood 
and been dismissed. Many have married 
and have been absorbed into a higher 
plane of social living than they would 
have had their parents lived. 

The health record of the Home has been 


wonderful. There have been only two 
deaths in the Home since its beginning 
One child was an invalid when she was 
brought to the Home, and was the first 
child to be brought to the Home. The 
other was very ill when he was brought 
to the Home and never recovered. None 
of the dreaded, contagious diseases, such 
as typhoid fever, diphtheria, scarlet fe- 
ver, infantile paralysis, etc., have ever 
visited the home. Physicians have stated 
at different times that they know of no 
other home that has such a record for 


health as the Church of God Orphanage. 


The children of the Orphanage are rep- 
resented among the better citizenship of 
today. Many of them have graduated 
from high school and from Bible School, 
are good Sunday school teachers and min- 
isters’ wives, and many of them are ac- 
complished musicians and are doing a 
great work in different states.

We wish to write a few lines concern- 
ing our orphanage work, looking at it 
from a Biblical standpoint. This is truly 
a worthy cause, for which we are at- 
tempting to write, and indeed a needful 
one. Many people living in their com- 
fortable homes, with their families well, 
preparing a good meal, seeing all able to 
partake of wholesome food, seeing their 
bodies thrive, knowing they are well 
clothed and schooled, and surrounded 
by pleasant environments, may not feel 
the need of having and maintaining an 
institution of this kind. 

Psa. 41:1 says, “Blessed is he that 
considereth the poor: the Lord will de- 
liver him in time of trouble.” 

“Well,” you may say, “what does this 
scripture have to do with maintaining 
an orphanage?” Who would be considered 
any more in that class than children left 
in this world without father and mother? 
We are now living in a heartless age. It 
seems so easy for people to turn the needy 
from their door, as much as to say, “Be 
thou clothed and fed,” but in James 1: 
27 we find a scripture that reads like 
this: “Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, To visit the 
fatherless and widows in their affliction, 
and to keep himself unspotted from the 
world.” This scripture doesn’t mean a 
visit just to say, “I’m sorry you haven’t 
any food or clothes.” Matt. 25:35-40, 
“For I was an hungred, and you gave me 
meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me 
drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me 
in: naked and ye clothed me . . . Then 
shall the righteous answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, and 
fed thee? or thirsty, and gave thee drink? 
When saw we thee a stranger, and took 
thee in? or naked, and clothed thee? . . . 
and the king shall answer and say unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these . . . ye have done it unto me.” 

We may feel sometimes that if we 
could do something to make a show to 
the world, we would be glad to do that, 
but what would be a greater monument 
to our labors and godly living than to 
erect and maintain homes where the un- 
fortunate children can be sheltered from 
the storms of life, both spiritually, natu- 
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rally, and brought up to love and serve 
the Lord? that when they have reached 
the years of maturity they will be hon- 
orable and respectable citizens, and some 
may be carrying the gospel to this sin- 
cursed world. 

We have, I’m sorry to say, people liv- 
ing in Christian America, yes, and I will 
even dare to bring it closer than that, 
some in our own ranks, who will allow 
themselves to say, “I never worry about 
the orphanage work. The orphans are 
better taken care of than our children 
are.” Of course, the ones we have are 
provided for through God-loving and 
God-fearing people, but what about the 
other precious little children that are 
homeless, and_ reaching helpless little 
hands to us? 

Proverbs 19:17, “He that hath pity 
upon the poor, lendeth unto the Lord; 
and that which he hath given will he pay 
him again.” 

God has promised a rich reward for 
all that we sacrifice for Him, and in re- 
lieving the oppressed. 

Proverbs 21:13, ““Whoso stoppeth his 
ears at the cry of the poor, he shall also 
cry himself, but shall not be heard.” 

We also find another scripture in Psa. 
10:14, “The poor committeth himself 
unto thee; thou art the helper of the 
fatherless.” 

So you see by reading the Word of 
God, this is our responsibility. We, as 
Christians, are obligated to do all we can 
to provide food and shelter for the fath- 
erless. 

Isa. 58:7, “Is it not to deal thy bread 
to the hungry, and that thou bring the 
poor that is cast out to thy house? when 





thou seest the naked, that thou cover 
him; and that thou hide not thyself from 
thine own flesh?” 

Job 29:12, 13, “Because I delivered 
the poor that cried, and the fatherless, 
and him that had none to help him. The 
blessing of him that was ready to perish 
came upon me; and I caused the widow’s 
heart to sing for joy.” 

If you have ever visited 2 home where 
sat a poor little frail widowed mother, 
with her precious little children gathered 
around her looking to her for food and 
shelter, which she could not provide, and 
you could tell her there is a home and 
food provided for her darling children,

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THE subject of child care and child welfare 
is a very old one, for every generation since 
the beginning people have realized that the 
oncoming generation depended on 
the youth of the one then existing. 
The harvest of the second generation 
is always planted in the present and 
for this reason its care and welfare 
is of great concern, for if the plant- 
ing and cultivation is not right, the 
harvest will be very poor. 

When Pharaoh’s daughter had 
found the child Moses by her bath- 
ing place at the river Nile, she di- 
rected the mother who had __ been 
called as nurse for the child, ‘Take 
this child away, and nurse it for me, 
and I will give thee thy wages.” To 
have the privilege of bringing up her 
own child would have been wages 
enough for this glad-hearted mother, 
but all the more had she then known 
that he would be the deliverer of Is- 
rael, to lead them out of bondage in- 
to the glorious land of liberty that 
God had prepared for them. Much in 
the same way and manner’ those who 
take part in the rearing of young 
children, especially those who have 
no provision made for them, will re- 
ceive wages. Opportunities constant- 
ly present themselves to us where 
we can do our part in helping to care 
for the offsprings of those less for- 
tunate than ourselves or for those 
who have been left fatherless. 

Written into the law of judgment 
as God gave it to Moses, this commandment against crimes 
committed against humanity was given: Exod. 22:21, 22, 
“Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, nor oppress him: for ye 
were strangers in the land of Egypt. Ye shall not afflict any 
widow, or fatherless child.” Viewing then the law of offences 
which men were forbidden to afflict against the fatherless 
child, they certainly would have been under obligation to help 
such a one. 

Though nothing seems to have been said by Jesus Himself 
regarding the fatherless and motherless, He did take a great deal

of interest in children, for when they were brought unto Him, 
that He should put His hands on them and pray, and His dis- 
ciples rebuked the people for so doing, Jesus said, ‘Suffer lit- 
tle children, and forbid them not, to come unto me: for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven.” Such a declaration clearly 
shows that little children were emblematic of the constituency 
of heaven. Many years after Christ had laid His hand upon 
the children and blessed them and had taken a little child in 
His arms, lifting it up as an example and declaring “whosoever 
shall receive one of such children in my name, receiveth me: 
and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth not me but him that 
sent me,” the Apostle James took up the slogan of pure and 
undefiled religion and said, James 1:27, “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself un- 
spotted from the world.” One of the requirements then of the 
Christian is that he visit the widows and fatherless. 

Such visits cannot always be made in person but with the 
proper inquiry one may always find a channel through which 
visitation can be made. In the last great day when the Son of 
God shall return to earth and all nations are gathered before 
Him for judgment and He says unto those who are placed on 
His left hand, “Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels: . ..I was a 
stranger, and ye took me not in: naked, and ye clothed me 
not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not,” He will have 
no reference to a personal visitation 
having been made by those to whom 
He is speaking and upon whom He is 
pronouncing judgment, but will ex- 
plain to them, “Verily I say unto 
you, inasmuch as ye did it not to 
one of the least of these, ye did it 
not unto me.” Yes, it is in the man- 
ifestation of our love and hospitality 
to others that we show our love to 
and for the Christ of Calvary. 

The woman hired by Pharaoh’s 

daughter to take the child Moses 
away and nurse it, bringing it up for 
her, not only received the wages 
which were given to her for the daily 
task, but received a wage unexplain- 
able in seeing her son become the 
great mediator between God and Is- 
rael, and the great general which led 
Israel out from under bondage. The 
result of the task was not such as af- 
fected only the children of Israel but 
all nations, for it was through this 
channel that the Christ of Calvary 
was brought to earth, not for the 
Jews only but for all who would ac- 
cept His salvation. The same great 
text and a promise of wages (re- 
ward) is extended down to those of 
us who are willing to do as the 
mother who took the baby from the 
basket of bulrushes to nurse it and 
rear it for Pharaoh’s daughter. It is 
the task of the Church of God to rear orphan boys and girls, 
bringing them up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord 
and each of us has a part in that work. 
A Great Yes, that is what we are facing. Everybody seems to 
Crisis think so. But what of it and what is meant by crisis 
anyway? We have recently learned that “crisis” in Chinese is 
made up of the characters for “danger” and “opportunity.” Per- 
haps the Chinese definition is a good one for us, for with every 
crisis, regardless of danger, there are opportunities. 
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Facts About Orphanage 


While there have been few, if any, 
books written that give the history of 
orphanage work, from the standpoint of 
the different churches, yet it is a known 
fact that all religious bodies, both Protes- 
tant and Catholic, 
have always felt the 
responsibility of car- 
ing for children who 
have been left home- 
less. Not only have 
churches seen the need 
of such work but the 
outstanding fraternal 
orders have as one 
feature of their work 
the care of those who 
are made orphans by the death of their 
members, and some of the leading citi- 
zens of our nation were raised in these 
homes. The number who have been 
trained and educated in these homes goes 
into the thousands. 





It has been said that George Muller, 
who through faith in God built homes on 
Ashley Down, in Bristol, England, that 
would accommodate 2,000 children and 
cared for 9,975 orphans, received a mil- 
lion and a half in money by prayer and 
faith alone. He received the inspiration 
to start such a great work from staying 
in an orphan house that had been built 
by one A. H. Franke who trusted God 
for means to build and support it in the 
17th century. Muller prayed that God 
would help him to do something that 
he might prove that God still lives, and 
on Dec. 11, 1835, he received his first 
offering, which was one shilling, from a 
poor missionary. The second offering was 
also a shilling, and then a large wardrobe 
next, but soon a large house was rented 
and the first of the Muller Homes was 
opened with thirty orphan girls. At the 
end of eight months another house was 
opened, with thirty-six infant orphans. 
Nine months later a third house was 
opened for thirty orphan boys. 


No one could read the biography of 
Muller by Fred G. Warne and believe the 
days of miracles are over. The God who 
helped Muller has helped all who have 
remembered the poor in their distress. 
The Home of Onesiphorus in China has 
in the past quarter of a century helped 
thousands of the orphan children of that 
land, and the Assemblies of God have 
numbers of native workers who were 
trained in that home. 


Last but not least is the manner in 
which God has helped us in the building 
and maintaining of the Church of God 
orphan homes. Only twenty-two years 
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Work

ago, with a rented building and four or- 
phan children, the work began and in 
that short space of time scores of boys 
and girls have been blessed and the in- 
fluence of the training received in these 
homes has. gone to every state in the 
Union as well as to other parts of our 
world. 


As the Church grows, the responsibil- 
ity becomes greater. More applications 
are coming and many are seeing the good 
work accomplished and are requesting 
that their children be placed in The 
Church of God Home, though they them- 
selves were not members. A minister (of 
another denomination) who was recently 
appointed as pastor of a church near our 
Home was speaker at the chapel service 
at school and after service he remarked 
that the order was unusually good. The 
principal informed him that over half 
the pupils were from the Boys’ Home. 
The minister drove to the Home and 


after, being shown through said to a 
business man of Cleveland, “I have 
changed my mind abqut The Church of 


God, I had never dreamed they were 
doing such a great work.” 
Word was recently received from an 


orphans home in Greece that was caring 
for three hundred and seventeen chil- 
dren, that food had been denied them 
by the Nazis and already two hundred 
children had died of starvation, possibly 
all are dead now. Let us thank God for 
a government that gives us the right to 
freedom of worship and the privilege of 
caring for those who have no mother to 
care for them, nor father to provide for 
them.

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First, we want to notice the delaying 
battle. “Delay” means “to defer, retard, 
stop, linger.” “Defer”? means “‘to yield 
to someone’s opinion.” 

When we preachers are assigned to a 
church, the first thing we meet in some 
places is Brother and Sister Grumbler and 
all the children I Can’t. They _ start 
right in bravely telling us that there 
is too much money being taken up there, 
saying, “You can’t put the program 
over; it is too large anyway, and our 
people don’t believe in foreign missions 
(and don’t practice home missions) , and 
we are all just too poor to subscribe for 
the Evangel.” 


Well, here the pastor has the picture 
of the church as_ Brother and Sister 
Grumbler and all the little I Can’ts see 
it. The battle of decision starts. The 
preacher, finally, and sometimes readily, 
agrees with this kind of people, and I 
have known of a few cases where the 
preacher starts such himself. Well ‘‘de- 
lay” means “defer,” and “defer” means 
“to yield to someone else’s opinion,” so 
here is where the delaying battle starts. 

“Retard” means “slow or slower.” 
The church debt begins to come in 
slowly. Mission money comes in slowly. 
The tithes are slower, and only one or two 
Evangel subscriptions are coming to the 
entire church. There is not much money 
for the orphans. The preacher and the 
church are now fighting a delaying bat- 
tle. He has yielded to the wrong opinions 
and everything has slowed up and is get- 
ting slower. 

“Stop” means “to arrest the progress 
of something,” so the progress of the 
church has been arrested. They haven’t 
just quit; they get a dollar now and then,

then an Evangel subscription once in a 
while; but there is no progress. They 
are still fighting the delaying battle. 

Now the word “linger” means “to 
remain long.” The preacher has accepted

the wrong opinion. The church progress 
has been slowed up. They have stopped 
putting the program over. It is hard to 
raise enough money to keep the church 
light bill paid. So they fight on. The 
preacher is just lingering around, wait- 
ing for the Assembly to come. The dis- 
trict pastor or the overseer comes around 
and begins to ask why they haven’t raised 
their quotas. Then they have to begin 
to try to defend themselves or to pro- 
tect themselves, so they start fighting a 
defense battle. 


The preacher and church that are on 
the offensive when the preacher takes 
up his new work, and Brother and Sister 
Grumbler come around and start. The 
preacher tells them quickly that it can be 
done, so he starts in and begins to give 
his dollar for missions; he subscribes for 
the Evangel, sends it to several people 
that are not getting it; gives in the 
orphanage offering, and the good people 
join him. So away the battle starts. You 
say, “Well, do they have any opposition?” 
Yes, they do; but they raise their mis- 
sion quota, their Evangel quota, and 
send good offerings to the orphans. They 
do this in the face of all of.them that 
say it can’t be done. And this is what 
puts them on the offensive. 


Then the preacher and the church go 
on the offensive with all of this. It 
brings the spirit of evangelism into the 
church and precious souls begin getting 
saved. But no church and pastor can be 
on the offensive without having the 
spirit of evangelism and no church and 
pastor can have the real spirit of evan- 
gelism without being on the offensive. 
Which battle are you fighting, delaying, 
defensive, or offensive?

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Answering the Mission Call 


Our Trip Through Mexico 
By Brother and Sister P. D. Hoggatt 


Having said our last good-byes to our 
loved ones a few days before, and after 
traveling the entire width of the states 
of Oklahoma and Texas, we came to the 
international boundary between the 
United States and Mexico. 

The United States Customs officers, 
after questioning us as to our belongings, 
allowed us to pass across the internation- 
al bridge to the Mexican officials on the 
Mexico side. Here we had to unload our 
trailer and take the trunk and suitcases 
out of the car. After they had been in- 
spected we reloaded and drove through 
the desert to Monterey where we spent 
our first night down Mexico way. 

Leaving the desert behind at Monterey, 
we began to ascend into Mexico. The 
scenery changed from desert to foothills, 
from slopes to mountains, from sand and 
cacti to green grass and budding trees. 

Into the Clouds 

Up, up, up, eighty miles, nearly all of 
it in second gear, and most of it driven 
in the clouds. One was able to see only 
twelve or fifteen feet ahead of the car. 
Curve after curve until curve sickness 
came for the three of us. Before we were 
high enough to drive into the clouds we 
could see palm trees, orange orchards, 
banana groves, and grapefruit trees. 
There was fruit on the citrus fruit trees, 
but none on the bananas. 

Completing a day’s climb of 4,000 
feet, we straightened out on the plateau 
eighty miles from Mexico City. Being 
able to increase our speed to nearly fifty 
miles per hour, we were soon able to see 
the lights of the city. 

Mexico City 

One finds many strange things in this 
city of gambling and bull fights. Ev- 
erywhere could be seen the advertising 
of the national lottery, and hundreds of 
people, both men and women, were try- 


ing to sell the chances. We could see the , 


need of a personal experience with Christ 
on every hand. After spending a day in 
search of the Archers (they had changed 
addresses several times), we drove up to 
their house as darkness was stealing over 
the city. 
The Archers 
Were surprised to see us, but gave us 
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a very friendly ‘““Won’t you come in and 
spend the night with us?” which we very 
gladly did, as we wished to know more 
about our Mexican headquarters. After 
a few minutes of hurried conversation, 
a room was fixed and Jane aad John Hen- 
ry retired for the night while I waited 
up to get acquainted with the native 
preachers who had gathered together for 
their monthly meeting with the Archers. 

As we walked into the meeting room, 
we were met with the glory of God and 
the smiling faces of His children who 
had risen to their feet to greet us. These 
happy brothers and sisters of ours had the 
misfortune of having to listen to my 
first talk through an interpreter. 

The beavers have nothing on_ the 
Archers. Having just returned from a 
trip they were tired, but only a few 
hours of sleep and then more work. We 
had planned on having the Archers help 
us with our traveling arrangements that 
morning but more workers came in from 
outposts with problems to solve and it 
was late afternoon before one of them 
could get away to help us. Sister Archer 
went with us while the brother worked 
en. At one of our stopping places, they 
gave us a message to return to the house 
immediately. It was then ten o'clock at 
night and we rushed back to find Broth- 
er Archer packed up and ready to go on 
an all-night drive and a day’s ride on the 
train to help and comfort one of his 
pastors who had wired him of his wife’s 
death. Tired and sleepy, yes; but away 
he went with a smile. 

Bible School was soon to start and a 
few of the students were already there, 
and what fine boys and girls they are! 
May the Lord and you make it possible 
for hundreds more like these boys and 
girls to have the privilege to prepare 
themselves to work for Christ in their 
needy field of Mexico. 

Next morning (Wednesday), we drove 
Sister Archer to a meeting with some of 
the natives of the city and we came back 
to the house and bade farewell to the 
students and the Archer children (fine 
children and workers for Jecus) and 
started on our journey to Vera Cruz, 
leaving the Archers with more work than 





is humanly possible for them to do. If 
you feel the call of God to Mexico, they 
certainly can use you. 

Our journey now was up where a 
snow-capped mountain stood in full 
view. Around and around we went, and 
up and up, driving in low gear a_ good 
portion of the time. Pack trains could 
be seen in the mountains—some of the 
burros having loads larger than them- 
selves—also barefooted Indians with 
loads on their heads and backs, going to 
the pueblo to sell their wares—tropical 
plants, flowers, green vegetables, fruits, 
pottery, and baskets. 

Vera Cruz 

Dropping down from the mountains 
to sea level in a couple of hours was 
thrilling and our eyes filled with amaze- 
ment as we saw the road run into what 
seemed to be an angry sea. The angry sea 
was only clouds and we were soon 
through them and looking over a beau- 
tiful ocean of blossoms. For miles and 
miles the tops of the blooming trees 
could be seen and then the steeples of 
the churches in Vera Cruz. 

Here we loaded our car and trailer into 
a freight car to be shipped to Tapachula, 
Mexico. The highway from Mexico City 
to Tapachula is not completed. The next 
day we stepped aboard the train and 
were soon traveling along the ocean away 
from Vera Cruz. After a few minutes’ 
run, we left the water and headed west 
across the neck of land that separates the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. 

On the Train 

Jump, jerk, stop! For almost two days 
and nights and a half we took one of 
the roughest rides we ever took. The dis- 
tance was only around four hundred 
miles, but you can see it was slower than 
the proverbial train through Arkansas by 
the time it took to make the distance. We 
stopped at every little village and at most 
of them the natives had lots of fruit and 
native food for sale. We bought some 
enchilades from a native and found them 
very delicious. The Lord made it pos- 
sible for the trip to not be too monoto- 
nous by providing some English-speaking 
people to keep us company and explain 
things we saw along the way. We espe- 
cially enjoyed the company of Mr. Pe- 
ters, an American land agent living in 
Mexico, and of Miss Hope Sheldon, a 
missionary return’ng to El Salvador after

furlough in the United States. Miss Shel- 
don is a missionary for the Central 
American Mission Society. 

One of the most pitiful sights that we 
saw during the train ride was some little 
children with very protruding abdomens. 
On questioning Miss Sheldon, she in- 
formed me that the children had worms 
—an ailment very prevalent in tropical 
countries, especially where sanitary con- 
ditions are very poor. 

Late in the afternoon of the second day 
on the train we were permitted to catch 
glimpses of the Pacific Ocean. It was 
about midnight when our train pulled 
into Tapachula—about eight hours later 
than it was due. We were very tired and 
rested well in spite of the fact that the 
hotel beds were very poor and the room 
far from modern. Our meals were in- 
cluded in the price of the hotel and the 
next morning we were pleasantly sur- 
prised to find the meals served were ex- 
cellent and the dining room neat and 
clean. The good food and_ reasonable 
prices made up for what the hotel lacked 
in being modern and altogether our stay 
there, for four and one-half days, while 
waiting for our car to arrive, was very 
pleasant.

A few minutes’ drive from Tapachula 
down a banana lane and we were at the 
Mexican Customs House and_ looking 
across the pretty little bridge to Guat- 
emala, the land where God had called and

Question: Please explain in the Evan- 
gel Question Box Mal. 4:1-3 and state 
whether the writer was speaking of man 
burning fleshly or spiritually. Verse 3 
leaves the impression that the wicked 
shall be destroyed wholly, that is that 
their punishment will just last so long as 
it takes to burn up and become ashes.— 
E. D. B. 

Answer: Let us read the scripture re- 
ferred to. Verse 1, “For, behold, the day 
cometh, that shall burn as an oven; and 
all the proud, yea, and all that do wick- 
edly, shall be stubble: and the day that 
cometh shall burn them up, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and it shall leave them 
neither root nor branch.” This verse 
gives a prophecy of the day of the Lord, 
the preparation for the great and glori- 
ous day of the Lord which we common- 
ly call the millennium. The prophecy is 
of Armageddon, or the results of Arma- 
geddon, which will leave neither root nor 
branch of the wicked upon the earth, 
that is of the antichrist and his hordes 
that follow him. 

Verse 2 portrays the coming of Christ: 
“But unto you that fear my name shall 
the Sun of righteousness arise with heal- 
ings in his wings; and ye shall go forth, 
and grow up as calves of the stall.” This 
shows ‘the blessed state of men when all 
evil and wickedness has been put down, 
and Satan who has deceived all nations is 
bound and cast into the pit. 

Now for verse 3, “And ye shall tread 
down the wicked; for they shall be ashes 
under the soles of your feet in the day 
that I shall do this, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” The righteous shall so complete- 
ly triumph over the wicked until all that 
remains visible of the wicked are the 
ashes of their burned bodies which are 
left from the consummation of battle 
and the raining of fire and brimstone in 
the battle of Armageddon. Nothing of 
man could burn except that which is 
fleshly. The spirit does not burn up. The 
word j‘spirit” comes from the word 
“‘pneuma”’ and means “like air or breath.” 
Thus the spirit continues to live. It does 
not burn. It is the soul of man that lives 
on, and the soul of man which shall en- 
joy eternal bliss or suffer the pangs of 
torment. 


Question: Jesus says to the apostles, 
“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” I notice that there are many who 
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claim to have the Holy Ghost who do 
not have that power. The only power 
they have seems to be to shout, with no 
miracles at all. What power do you think 
He was speaking of ?—S. A. K. 

Answer: Nothing is said in Acts 1:8 
about miracles and nothing is said about 
what there would be power to do, any 
more than to witness the gospel of Christ. 
Jesus did say, “Ye shall receive power.” 
The Holy Ghost Himself will bring pow- 
er and any one who has Him has _ the 
power of God. We, as recipients of the 
power of God, are channels through 
which He may work, but the 8th verse 
referred to is certainly a prediction of 
evangelism, that when the Holy Ghost is 
come He will furnish power, a power 
which will take the gospel to Jerusalem, 
Judea, Samaria, and finally to the utter- 
most parts of the earth. So far as_ the 
then known world was concerned, the 
gospel of the Son of God was carried by 
the apostles and those who became disci- 
ples as they received the gospel in re- 
sponse to their ministry. The gospel itself 
is the power of God because it carries 
the message which will transform the 
lives of men and women from children 
of the devil to children of God, and such 
a transformation is within itself a mir- 
acle. 


Question: Will you please explain these 
two scriptures which seem to contradict 
one another: Gen. 22:1 and James 1:13?

Answer: To begin with, it is not the 
purpose of this column to prove to those 
who doubt the Word of God to be His 
inspired message to man. It takes faith 
to believe in God, to believe in Jesus 
Christ His Son, and to believe that the 
Bible is the infallible Word of God. 
Without faith it is impossible to please 
God, however we are glad to help in any 
way we can those who with an honest 
heart are sincerely seeking to know more 
of the truth as revealed in God’s Word. 

The scriptures referred to are as fol- 
lows: Gen. 22:1, “And it came to pass 
after these things, that God did tempt 
Abraham,” etc. The other one, James 1: 
13, reads, “Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man.” The word 
“tempt” comes from the Hebrew word 
“bawkhan” and the Greek, “piradzo,” 
both meaning “‘to test or try.” The word 
is used in different senses, not always 
involving an evil purpose as an induce- 
ment to sin. In the case of Gen. 22:1, 


“God did tempt Abraham,” there was no 
inducement to sin but rather that God 
tried Abraham, that He might prove 
him as His servant. The purpose was for 
good and not for evil. In the case of 
James 1:13 the entire setting is that of 
evil as the 14th verse shows: “But every 
man is tempted, when he is drawn away 
of his own lust, and enticed.” Thus it is 
evil temptation that God cannot bring.
